1: The Monstrous Plot 


If some people think they have troubles, then they should 
have the ones besetting Horace Granville, millionaire in- 
dustrialist. James Crowell, Granville's ex-partner, imprison- 
ed for embezzlement in 1924, has escaped prison after serving 
15 years of his sentence. A monomaniac with psychopathic 
tendencies, Crowell has vowed to ruin his ex-partner, who 
discovered his financial juggling and turned him over to the 
law, by destroying all projects and holdings that the 
millionaire has built up. 

Crowell’s madness has infected his mind so greatly that he 
has even chosen not to use his own name but instead has 
adopted his prison number, 39013, as his new identification. 
His mania has also manifested itself in bragadocio phone calls 
to the police, daring them to try and stop him before he com- 
mits his sabotage. He literally GIVES the law the time and 
place of the destruction. To date, the score has been on 
39013's side; the police are completely baffled. 

As the terror of 39013's reign of terror proceeds, 
somewhere in the city, we find 39013, a satanic-looking in- 
dividual with a face that shows he would never feel mercy for 
anyone, and a distinguished-looking, middle-aged man nam- 
ed Dr. Malcolm, discussing how 39013's campaign against 


Granville is proceeding. 39013 reveals to Malcolm the next: 


target for his twisted vegeance; the huge Granville Amuse- 
ment Pier. 

On the pier, during the day, we find the usual hustle and 
bustle of people taking the rides and attending the show of the 
carnival grounds. At one section, a rather large crowd is wat- 
ching an act known as the ‘Daredevils of the Red Circle,’ a 


world famous trio of acrobats. The barker, Hinkle, introduc- 
ed the performers. Gene Townley, champion high-diver and 
athlete; Tiny Dawson, tall rangy, the strong-man of the 
group; and Burt Knowles, smaller than his two companions, 
but amazingly agile, known for his abilities as an escape ar- 
tist. 

The climax of the act occurs when Burt makes an escape 
from a straight-jacket while being hauled to the top of an 
eighty-foot ladder. At the top of the ladder is a diving plat- 
form where Gene stands, waiting with a lighted flare. When 
Burt reaches the platform and escapes from the jacket, Gene 
will drop the flare into a huge tank of water below and then 
dive into the tank. And what of Tiny; he's holding up the en- 
tire ladder and platform by securing the guy-wire that keeps 
things up with his teeth! The act goes off as planned, the 
crowd is thrilled, and Hinkle rakes in the money. 

Watching the act is Gene's little brother Sammy, a 
youngster who worships the three acrobats. At his side is Tuf- 
fie, a dog of indeterminate ancestry, who is the pet of the 
daredevils. While Sammy watches with hero worship in his 
eyes, other eyes are watching with cold calculation. They 
belong to Marco, a henchman of 39013. Going to a phone, 
Marco phones 39013 and reports what he has seen. Now the 
plan begins to take shape; 39013 plans to have his men drain 
the water fróm the diving tank and replace it with gasoline. 
When Gene lights that flare and drops it into the tank... 

39013, his plans laid, now follows through on his pattern of 
behavior; he calls police chief Landon, warning him of when 
and where he intends to strike. Now, time can only be witness 
to the terror that will soon occur. 

In their tent, the three acrobats are indulging in some good 


natured clowning with Sammy апа Tuffie, when their cue 
comes. Sammy follows his three companions and watches as 
іпеу start to go through their act. Also on the grounds, by 
some odd quirk of fate, is Blanche Granville, the attractive 
granddaughter of Granville, the millionaire. All goes well, 
and then, Gene drops the flare into what he thinks is the tank 
of water. АП Hell breaks loose. 

The tank explodes in a ball of fire and within moments, the 
carnival is a blazing inferno of horror, people running in ter- 
ror. Trapped amid the flames are Sammy and Blanche. By the 
hand of Fate, the two are thrown together when a lamppost 
falls, knocking down Blanche and falling on Sammy. 

Meanwhile, Gene and Burt, at the top of the platform are 
arguing who will go down first, while Tiny, below, is straining 
his amazing muscles to keep his post and not let the ladder 
and platform fall. The two men atop slide down the guy wire 
on a pulley used in the act, through the flames and join their 
friend. The three Daredevils then look for Sammy. 

Tuffie, the dog, is the first to find Sammy and the un- 
conscious Blanche. His barking guides the three acrobats to 
the spot where the youngster is pinned under the lamppost. 
Tiny picks up the post while a frantic Gene picks up his little 
brother. Burt helps Blanche, who is waking up. The group 
then rushes off to get Sammy to a doctor. And the Granville 
Amusement Pier burns on into the night, the newest atrocity 
committed by 39013. 

At the hospital, the boys are waiting, fearful of little Sam- 
my's fate. When the doctor lets them visit the boy, all seems 
to be going well until a sudden jolt of pain hits the youngster 
and he slumps unconscious. The doctor's sad expression con- 
firms the worst; the youngster is dead. The three Daredevils 
of the Red Circle make a vow; they will not rest until they 
have had their revenge by bringing 39013 to justice. 

The next day, the trio heads for the Granville estate and of- 
fer their services to Dixon, head of Granville's security police. 
While sympathetic to their plight, Dixon refuses them 
employment due to their lack of experience in police work. 
The acrobats are being ushered out by a man named Shef- 
field, a rcugh-looking individual, when Blanche, still pretty 
as ever, spots them. The boys explain their problem and Blan- 
che decides to pull a few strings. She is told that the group 
wanted to see Mr. Granville to plead their case and she in- 
tends to do something about it. Leading them through a door, 
she takes the Daredevils to a strange sight; they are in a room, 
half of which is cut off by a partition of glass. In the partition 
is a glass door. The other half of the room can be seen, but 
not entered. At a table on their side of the room, Blanche 
picks up a microphone device and tells someone named Jeff 
that she wants to see her grandfather. In a few moments 
things will happen. During that time, Blanche explains 
something to the Daredevils. 

Her Grandfather, while on a trip, suffered a stroke. As a 
result, he has been a partial invalid. He is recovered, but while 
gaining strength, is remaining on his side of the house, which 
is separated by the glass partition. This is in order that things 
can be kept sterile. Only Jeff, Granville's nurse, and Dr. 
Malcolm, the man's personal physician (and the man talking 
with 39013 earlier) can enter Granville's area. 

A few moments later, Granville himself, a distinguished 
looking man with a moustache, appears, using a cane and aid- 
ed by Jeff. Seating himself behind a desk, he uses a 
microphone to converse with Blanche. The boys and Blanche 
tell him their plight and Granville, immediately sympathetic 
to their cause, has Dixon come to the room. He orders Dixon 
to put the boys on the Granville payroll list as detectives. 


When the boys leave, Blanche sees Dr. Malcolm and starts 
to ask him how her father is. 

In his office, Dixon proceeds to give the boys a room in the 
house. 

A little later, Granville leaves the conference room and 
enters a small, but lavishly furnished study. His bent body 
suddenly straightens, and the man's entire personality 
changes; instead of the sympathetic, gentle person he is, 
Granville has now become cold and decisive. Leaving 
Malcolm and Jeff, Granville walks through a secret panel and 
soon emerges in a hidden basement. Within the basement 
room in a corner is, of all things a jail cell and behind its bars 
is ANOTHER GRANVILLE! 

The mystery is now cleared. The man behind the bars is the 
real Granville, the man who spoke with Blanche and the boys 
is 39013 in disguise. This is confirmed when ‘Granville’ seats 
himself at a makeup table and proceeds to remove the in- 
genious mask and wig that enabled him to pretend he was 
Granville; he also has been imitating the millionaire's voice, 
and has fooled everybody. 

The mad criminal then goes to a strange device in the cor- 
ner of the basement; it's a machine resembling a balance. At 
one end is a glass bottle that is usually filled with water. At 
the other end is a ramp. 39013, in taunting Granville, explains 
to the audience that that reservoir must always have water in 
it, otherwise the balance will tip the wrong way and cyanide 
pellets will fall into a pan of acid below, the resulting gas en- 
ding Granville's existence. 39013 is making Granville ex- 
perience 15 years of suffering in a shorter time, but in huge, 
concentrated doses. 

Later, at another ‘conference,’ ‘Granville’ talks to Blanche 
and asks her to help him out; his latest project, a tunnel con- 
necting Santa Alicia Island and the mainland is to open soon. 
With the 39013 attacks still going on, Granville 15 worried 
about the possible loss of confidence in the tunnel. He wants 
Blanche to represent him by going with the first motorcade of 
officials through the tunnel. Blanche willingly agrees. 

Dixon, meanwhile, has assigned the daredevils their first 
job; to help guard the tunnel. He explains that the tunnel was 
made possible by a layer of heavy rock strata discovered by 
one of Granville's ocean oil wells. Anything happened to the 
tunnel and tons of sea water would pour in, wrecking it. 

That night, all is quiet, as a clock strikes the hour of mid- 
night. Suddenly, a strange, cloaked figure steals through the 
shadows of the darkened house and slips a folded note under 
the door of the room where the three acrobats are sleeping. 
They find it and are struck by the fact that it bears their sym- 
bol; a red circle. They feel it might possibly be a message from 
some kind of ally and open it to find YOUR LIVES ARE IN 
DANGER AT THE TUNNEL: BE ON YOUR GUARD! 

The following day, the three heroes leave with Sheffield for 
the tunnel. While they are driving through, on an oil well in 
the ocean above the tunnel, agents of 39013, have taken over 
and are proceeding to drill into the rock strata above the tun- 
nel. However, the driling causes a strange booming 
reverberation. Gene hears it and has the car stop for a mo- 
ment, but Sheffield shrugs the whole thing off. The foursome 
continue to the island. 

Back in the hidden basement, 39013 is taunting Granville 
with his new plan. As Granville hurls back at him the fact that 
the tunnel can't be wrecked, 39013 proceeds to explain to him 
how it can. He shows him a diagram of the tunnel and the 
rock layer, and explains about the oil well. Then he adds the 
coupe de grace; Blanche is going with the official motorcade! 

At the island station, Gene plans to call the mainland and 


halt the motorcade until that sound he heard сап be in- 
vestigated. But Sheffield, now revealed to the audience as a 
39013 agent, trips him and then tells the guards that Gene was 
trying to wreck the tunnel. While Gene protests his innocence, 
39013 men appear. But Burt and Tiny bust in and in moments 
a wild donnybrook is in progress. 

The trio makes a break for the outside. Burt and Tiny lead 
pursuing guards off, while Gene spots a motorcycle and gets 
to it, racing off to the tunnel to stop the motorcade. but he's 
too late; on the mainland, Blanche, Police Chief Landon and 
Dixon are going through the mainland entrance on the first 
trip through the tunnel. 

Gene, streaking through the tunnel, hears the booming 
noise again and halts by an emergency phone. At the top of 
the tunnel, a crack is starting to appear in the curved roof. 
Water begins to seep in as Gene frantically tries to call the 
mainland, but its no use. Suddenly, the crack begins to widen 
and Gene, seeing the peril, gets on his cycle and zooms away. 
But moments after he does, the crack finally breaks wide 
open and within minutes, a huge wall of sea water pours into 
the tunnel, whipping through the curves and turns of the tun- 
nel, an unstoppable juggernaut of death. Gene is moments 
ahead of it. 

The motorcade car hears the sound, and Landon orders it 
to stop. As all listen, Blanche looks ahead and screams in hor- 
ror as Gene comes into view, with the immense title wave 
behind him. The wave comes roaring right for the entire 
group with all doomed! 
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2: The Mysterious Friend 


As the flood pours through the tunnel, Gene gets to a con- 
trol wheel and turns it, closing emergency bulkhead doors 
made of steel just in time. He then leaves the other inside 
while he races to join his partners who are coming by speed- 
boat from the island. He meets them at the pier and the two 
head for the oil well above the tunnel. The thugs on the wall 
see them coming and a fight ensues during which Tiny is 
knocked out into a speedboat which two thugs steal while the 
others are being slugged about by Gene and Burt. 

Gene and Burt pursue in a second boat and arrive at the 
mainland as the thugs are starting to drive off in their car. 
Tiny however, has awakened and is holding the car stationery 
with his great strength. He and Burt mop up the two thugs 
and take them to the police for questioning. 

Later, at Granville's conference room, Gene reports to 
"Granville" what happened, with "Granville" con- 
gratulating them. He then leaves them. Inside his office, he 
orders Malcolm and Stanley, the real Granville's assistant, to 
get rid of the three acrobats. 

Downstairs in the cell, 39013 informs Granville of the 
failure to wreck the tunnel, and tells him of the three 
Daredevils, adding that they will be eliminated. . 

Later, Stanley reports to Dixon that his briefcase, contain- 
ing all the notes and plans of the Granville chemical lab, 
which Granville was to give to the Army for chemicals in war- 
fare, has been stolen and could be invaluable to 39013. What 
has happened is that Stanley has contacted Marco and 
ordered him to take care of the boys at the plant. 

In the Granville garage, the Red Circle figure leaves a warn- 
ing card when the three Daredevils arrive Gene gets the card 
first and says that it's just a note from Dixon to get the oil 
changed. Later, enroute to the plant, Gene shows Burt and 
Tiny the card, warning them not to go to plant, that it's a 
trap. Now they are at least on their guard. : 

At the plant, the trio is met by Marco who leads them amid 
the maze of tanks, pipes and catwalks, and then leaves them. 
Gene spots some men dropping a huge oil drum on Tiny and 
Burt and pushes them aside in time. The three go after their 
enemies. 

Gene pursues his men onto a narrow beam bridge. Mean- 
while, the oil in the drum has spilled into a huge water moat- 
tank below the bridge. One heavy hurls a lit blow torch at 
Gene, knocking him down. The torch falls into the oil 
covered water and in a moment there is a river of fire. 

Gene is pushed off the beam bridge, hanging by his fingers, 
trying to get back on. Tiny and Burt arrive at the scene below 
and watch horrified as Gene is pushed off the beam-bridge by 
a thug and plunged into the river of flame below! 


3: The Executioner 


When Gene falis into the flaming oil, he continues down 
underwater and grabs on to a pole, staying there, holding his 
breath, safe from the flames for the moment. Meanwhile, 
Burt and Tiny get to an emergency foamite hose and turn it, 
saturating the flames with the foam, putting it out. Burt then 
dives into the tank and gets Gene to the surface. 

Back at the Granville house, the boys report to Dixon what 
happened and voice their suspicion that one of the members 
of Granville's household is a traitor, working for 39013. Dur- 
ing this, via a secret passage behind the library, 39013 is 
listening in on the conversation. However, Tuffy, the boys 
dog, detects the presence of the master criminal behind the 


wall of the library and reacts accordingly, growling. The boys 
are at first curious, then jokingly berate Tuffy for ‘growling 
at mice." However, 39013 realizes that if the dog detected his 
presence once, he will do it again. The dog must be disposed 
of. Returning to his study, in his Granville disguise, he tells 
Stanley and Jeff that Tuffy must be disposed of. Stanley is to 
handle it. He then returns to the basement-dungeon where he 
renews the safety tank on the death machine as the real Gran- 
ville watches from his cell. When Granville berates him for 
adding to the feeling of prison cofinement the feeling of im- 
menent death, 39013 says that һе 15 making sure that the 
torments he experienced during his fifteen years of prison is 
experienced by Granville in a much shorter time. 

Later that day, at the Granville house, a small truck from a 
grocery store arrives. Moments later, Stanley appears, leading 
Tuffy by a leash and turning the dog, who starts barking, 
over to the men driving the truck. They leave and Stanley 
slinks back to the house. However, Gene has heard the bark- 
ing of the dog and rushes outside to see the truck drive off, 
narrowly missing the sleek roadster of Blanche as she pulls up 
in the driveway. Gene leaps in Blanche's car and takes over 
the driving as he and the girl pursue the truck. In a wild drive 
along a winding cliff road, Gene manages to get alongside the 
enemy truck and transfer aboard gaining control of the truck 
and forcing off to a side landing at some picnic grounds. A 
fight ensues between him and the thugs, while Blanche frees 
Tuffy. The thugs escape, but Tuffy returns to Gene, proudly 
carrying in his mouth a piece of the trousers of one of the 
men. 

On returning to the house, Gene and Blanche encounter 
Stanley. When Tuffy sees him, he starts barking at the 
secretary. Upon questioning, Stanley denies he has ever done 
anything to Tuffy and walks off. Burt and Tiny have joined 
the group, Burt voicing the opinion that Stanley must have 
done something to Tuffy to get him to act that way. 

In his study, ‘Granville,’ informs Dr. Malcolm that with 
Stanley's bungling of the dog's kidnapping, his usefulness is 
ended. Malcolm is to have the black roadster in the Granville 
garage ready. Later, he goes to Stanley's room and informs 
him he is to take a trip for a while. But when Stanley enters 
the garage, 39013, from a secret passage, and with special 
remote controls, closes and locks the garage doors and starts 
a deadly gas coming into the garage from the sprinkler system 
of the building. Despite his efforts to escape and stop the gas, 
Stanley crashes to the floor, dead. 

The next morning, when the boys discover Stanley is dead, 
after following orders on a RED CIRCLE message, they 
order the servant, Snowflake, to get Dixon. As they are in- 
vestigating the garage, and see Stanley had stood on the hood 
of the car, and was trying to stuff cotton waste into one of the 
sprinkler outlets, 39013 via the secret controls, closes the 
garage doors again and starts the gas death-trap. The boys try 
to force open the doors, but even the efforts of Gene and 
Burt, along with Tiny's great strength, fail and as Gene stag- 
gers to the car with a plan in mind, the threesome collapses to 
the floor of the garage, victim of 39013's evil. 


4: Sabotage 


As the gas becomes thicker, and Tiny and Burt collapse 
from its effects, Gene spots the big sedan on which Stanley 
tried to stop the gas, and staggers to it, getting inside. He 
starts the car and sends it crashing out in reverse through the 
heavy garage doors. The action starts releasing the gas from 
the garage-death trap, saving Tiny and Burt from asphixia- 
tion. Snowflake and Dixon have heard the noise and come on 


the run, with Blanche soon joining them. Tiny and Burt are 
brought into the fresh air and soon regain consciousness. 

Gene starts checking the ‘sprinkler’ system by which the gas 
was pumped, and finds it's a fake, leading to a gas cylinder 
hidden behind the garage. Unfortunately, the name plate had 
been pried off, but Gene and his friends spot a clue — the im- 
print of a man's shoe with a groove in the heel, as if burned in 
by a hot iron. Dixon says that һеЛ start checking immediately 
on the gas cylinder. 

Later, the boys are sitting in their room while Snowflake is 
bringing them some food. A gloved hand has slipped a note 
by the door, another Red Circle message, and Snowflake 
bends down to pick it up as Gene opens the door. There is a 
brief bit of comedy relief as Snowflake drops the tray of 
food, and takes a prat fall, while Gene and his pals see the 
note advising them that the gas cylinder came from the Tri- 
City Gas Plants, and that a sabotage effort is to be made 
there. 

After they leave to check on the lead, Dixon, in making his 
morning report to ‘Granville,’ informs him of the boys’ mis- 
sion. When Dixon leaves, ‘Granville’ contacts his agent there, 
a man named Davis, and orders him to complete his job — 
the destruction of the Tri-City Gas Plant, which Granville 
ceeds to taunt the real Granville with what he plans to do; 
when Granville says he's mad, 39013 says that 15 years in a 
cell the way he was was enough to make anyone, if not mad, 
at least annoyed. 

The boys, meanwhile, arrive at the plant and, after identi- 
fying themselves as investigators for Granville, are being 
shown around the plant by the foreman, Peck. 

Peck explains that the only vulnerable point is the boiler 
room — but even that has a safety factor — safety valves, and 
if they fail, an emergency release valve controlled by a lever. 
The boys seemed satisfied and prepare to leave. Davis, a 
moustached bearing, surly type, has observed this and starts 
to join his thugs, also working at the plant. But he has step- 
ped through a small oil pool, and as the boys are walking to 
the plant entrance, Gene spots his footprint — the shoe with 
the burnt heel! They decide to trail their suspect. 

The trail leads to the entrance of the boiler room where the 
boys hear Davis giving orders to his men to sabotage the safe- 
ty valve and wreck the emergency release. The boys break into 
the boiler and a wild brawl starts, during which the phone to 
Peck's office is knocked down. Peck, in his office, when his 
phone doesn't respond, decides to check the boiler room. He 
arrives as the fight is ending, with our heroes out numbered. 
Davis says the boys were trying to sabotage the plant, which 
they deny. Gene asks that Peck call Granville to confirm their 
identity, and Davis says he'll do it. He fakes a call, and tells 
Peck Granville denied even knowing the boys. Gene, Burt and 
Tiny are tied up, as Peck leaves to call to police. Davis now 
gloats, telling our heroes that soon, the plant will be no more. 
When the thugs leave, Burt, with his amazing ability as an 
escape artist, wriggles loose from the ropes binding him and 
frees his pals. Now the trio sets out with a vengeance to stop 
this new move of 39013's. 

They overpower a guard, and make their break, after out- 
witting a trio of thugs who come after them. There is a wild 
chase, during which Davis sends one of his men to wreck the 
emergency release lever. Gene, while Tiny and Burt are keep- 
ing the hoods busy, climbs to the emergency valve, and battles 
one of the thugs. The pressure meter is building to danger as 
the sabotaged boilers increase their load, coming close to the 
exploding point. Gene rushes to the huge lever and exerts 
every ounce of his strength to move. Suddenly, there is a 


gigantic cloud of live steam that literally explodes over the 
scene, engulfing the valiant Gene! 
5: Тһе Ray of Death 


Fortunately, Gene had managed to get the release valve 
open in time so that the staem from the sabotaged boiler is 
released, instead of the boiler blowing up as we might have 
thought. Gene leaps away from the escaping mass of live 
steam and gets to safety, but is seized by workmen when he 
descends to the bottom of the boiler. Peck rushes up, and 
Gene angrily telis what had happened because the foreman 
wouldn't listen to the Daredevils’ warning. Peck is apologetic 
for not believing Gene. 

Later, at the Granville estate, Gene and his two pals are 
lounging around on the spacious front lawn of the house, 
while Dixon is inside, making his usual morning report to 
Granville. ‘Granville’ agrees to see one more person, a Mr. 
Klein, respectable appearing type, possibly a lawyer. Klein, 
sporting a gold-topped cane, has come from the crippled 
childrens' hospital, or so he says, to solicit a donation from 
‘Granville.’ 39013, in order to continue his act as Granville, 
aprees to a contribution that will cover the deficit of the 
organization. But while Dixon is occupied with Klein and 
Granville, Jeff, Granville's nurse, has slipped something into 
the hollow top of Klein's cane; a piece of paper. Klein, ap- 
parently happy with the promised contribution, leaves the 


room. 


Outside, the boys are playing with Tuffy, having him chase 
and fetch a stick. As Klein comes out, Tuffy is chasing a stick 
and grabs Klein's cane, mistaking it for his plaything. Klein 
chases the dog, who is bringing his prize to his masters. As 
Gene is about to return the stick to Klein, the gold top comes 
loose and the hidden paper disclosed. Gene removes it, and 
the boys are confronted with an electrical diagram of some 
sort. Suddenly, from the house, the Mysterious ‘Red Circle,’ 
fires an arrow with a message attached, at a spot in front of 
the boys. The message tells when the diagram is expected and 
that the password involved is ‘39013.’ The boys take Klein to 
the house where he'll be kept. Gene then goes to keep the 
rendezvous, with Tiny and Burt to wait outside the building in 
case he needs help. 

Meanwhile, the false Granville, has entered the basement- 
prison of the real millionaire, taunting him about the amount 
of time that was left in the infernal murder machine — 15 
minutes. He refills the resevoir and tells Granville his next 
horrible crime. The District Attorney is to be treated the next 
morning at the Black Electro Therapeutic Clinic with the new 
Gamma-Ray machine invented by Dr. Black. 39013's plan is 
two-fold — one, he will be getting at Granville, since the 
millionaire's money helped pay for the machine, and, second, 
he will murder the District Attorney, who helped send him to 
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prison, and is a friend of Granville's. 

Gene, in the meantime, has arrived at the clinic, to be met 
by Luten, a scientifically inclined criminal, and Dan, a 
gunsel. They, in turn are met by the night watchman, Burton, 
working for 39013, who lets them in. Inside, Gene sees the 
amazing Gamma Ray device. Luten makes some adjustments 
in the wiring of the machine, and then hooks up a 
microphone device to relay in the circuitry. He then has the 
machine turned on, passing his hand under the light that 
emerges from the lens of the machine, showing it to be Gam- 
ma Ray, harmless. But then, he explains to Gene, that with 
the relay hook-up, any high-pitched sound will trip the relay, 
causing the destructive Delta Ray to emerge from the device. 
Dan uses a small box which gives off the sound, and, after 
Luten has set them under the machine, a glass filled with cot- 
ton is blasted into a mass of unidentifiable material by the 
Delta Ray. This is 39013's plan; when the D.A. gets under the 
machine, the Delta Ray will be activated by 39013's men, 
destroying the official. Gene now decides to play his hand and 
whips out a gun, covering the two thugs. 

Back at the Granville estate, the disguised 39013 has 
entered the room occupied by the late Stanley, after having 
spotted something through one of his secret panel viewing 
holes. Klein is there, tied up. The man tells 39013 what hap- 
pened, and 39013 sends him off to hide, while he calls the 
Black clinic to warn his men. Burton is the one who gets the 
warning, and sneaks up on Gene in the office. There is a 
fight, with Gene doing pretty good against Burton, Dan and 
Luten, but Luten uses a wrench to knock Gene out, and he is 
locked in a storage vault in the basement. Outside the 
building, Tiny and Burt, impatient at the delay in Gene's 
return, have gone after him when they see the two thugs Gene 
met jeaving. Burton lures them to the basement and, drawing 
a gun, forces them into the huge vault. They find Gene in 
there, who tells them of 39013's plan. Suddenly, Gene 
remembers a gadget Burt had, and Burt whips it out. There is 
a file in it, and Burt begins to work on the hinged door, with 
Gene and Tiny spelling him. They've got to saw through 
before the D. A. goes under the Gamma Ray machine. Time 
passes as the Daredevils saw frantically at the thick metal 
hinges. 

Morning, and with it, the clinic opens. Dr. Black, a techni- 
cian and a nurse are receiving the О.А. who is being given a 
last minute checkup by the physician. In a building across the 
street, one of the thugs is watching the proceedings via 
binoculars. Black has the machine started and passed his 
hand under the Gamma Ray. Now the D.A. is about to be 
wheeled under the machine, not knowing that the machine 
that is to save him will be his executioner. 

The Daredevils, finally succeeding in sawing through the 
hinges, rush at the vault door, smashing it down, and go rac- 
ing for the office, Gene in the lead. Meanwhile the thugs have 
phoned Black's operating room, and when the nurse answers, 
unleashes the high-pitched howl, that trips the deadly relay in 
the Gamma Ray machine's circuitry. 

Тһе D.A. is just about to be wheeled under and the 
machine started, when the Daredevils come hurtling in. Gene 
sees the D.A. under the machine and makes a flying leap at 
the operating table on wheels, shoving it out of the path of the 
machine; but he trips, sprawling under the Gamma Ray 
machine, now converted into a death weapon. He looks up 
just as the machine goes into action, and the Delta Ray comes 
blasting out from the device, engulfing Gene in the all 
destroying ray and sparks. 

6: Thirty Seconds to Live 
As the machine is about to spew out the Delta Ray, Gene

rolls out from under the machine just in time as the spot 
where he lay is blasted by the destroying ray. Black and the 
others are horrified and bewildered; Gene explains what had 
happened to the circuitry. The nurse remembers the high- 
pitched noise of the phone, and Gene begins to wonder how 
the thugs could have seen when Black was about to treat the 
D.A. Suddenly he spots the apartment house across the way 
and he and his pals head there. The thugs spot them coming 

and make a hasty exit down a fire escape. Gene and the boys 
enter the room moments after the thugs escape and give 
chase. The thugs drive off in their car and the boys pursue 
them through the city streets, on to a winding mountain road. 
but the thugs, in their terror to escape the Daredevils, are 
unable to make a turn and plunge down the cliff side, the car 
bursting into flames. There's nothing the Daredevils can do. 

Later, at Granville's estate, the boys, with Dixon present in 
the audience room, and reporting to ‘Granville,’ telling him 
what happened. Just then, after they say they found no clues, 
a note is slipped under the door of the room. As the boys 
suspected, it's from their mysterious friend the Red Circle. 
The note says the plans to the Gamma Ray machine were fur- 
nished by Prof. Selden. Gene remembers Selden as being a 
crack-pot inventor who has come up with several new elec- 
trical discoveries, none of which have worked out. The boys, 
despite ‘Granville’s’ skepticism at such a mysterious message, 
decide to pay a little visit to Selden, who is now maintaining a 
lab at a power plant. 

As soon as the meeting is over, Granville enters his study, 
where a nervous Dr. Malcolm is waiting. He is told by the in- 
furiated 39013 of the note. 39013 is now determined to find 
out who the mysterious Red Circle is and eliminate the med- 
dler once and for all. He then proceeds to phone Selden and 
warn him of the boys' arrival. Then, 39013 calls his head- 
quarters and orders some of his thugs to go to Selden's lab, 
and dispose of the boys and Selden to keep him from talking. 

Selden, a seedy-looking little man, with a twisted arm, has 
set up a death trap for the boys by hooking up a live wire to a 
metal ladder. He plans to have the boys come through a 
skylight and use the ladder, or vice versa, catching them in the 
death current. 

The boys arrive, and follow Selden's noises, but balk at the 
ladder. Instead, they utilize an old ‘human pyramid’ routine 
they used to do and make their way to the roof of the 
powerhouse and avoid the death trap. 

When 39013’s thugs arrive, Seldon confidently states he has 
trapped the Daredevils, and they are ready for the thugs to 
take. But when they enter the room, they find nothing. Retur- 
ning to Seldon’s lab, they confront the scientist, accusing him 
of a double-cross, preparing to shoot the man. Seldon reveals 
his own counter-weapon; a lever in his desk that will activate 
a time bomb. When the bomb starts, they will have a few 
minutes. However, one thug blasts Seldon, and he is pushed 
away from the lever before he can throw it. The boys, mean- 
while, have been looking through the skylight into the lab and 
seeing all. They jump into the lab and a wild brawl ensues. 
But during it, the lever to the bomb is activated. The 
Daredevils are locked in the room with Seldon, and prepare to 
escape when the scientist, still alive, begs them not to leave 
him to die. He tells them the location of the bomb, behind 
some wooden paneling in the office and they have only 30 
seconds left. The boys tear up the paneling and start groping 
for the bomb frantically. 

A few moments later, the entire side of the building comes 
exploding outward as the bomb goes off!

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DAVE SHARPE: KING OF THE STUNTMEN

If Dave Sharpe was just another veteran movie stuntman 
his story might not rate more than a paragraph or two in the 
history of Hollywood. But Dave is unique. In an age when we 
honour John Wayne for appearing in 200 films and applaud 
when we're told a director has made 50 movies, the 67 year 
old stuntman says he has lost count after around 4,500. 
That's right! Not 450, but 4,500. 

"When Shana Alexander interviewed me for Life magazine 
in 1952, she gave up after 4,000. At one time or another, I've 
worked for every studio in Hollywood, for almost every 
director with most of the actors and actresses." 

His record, which surely must qualify for the Guiness Book 
of Records if they have a category for “Most Movie Ap- 
ргагапсев,” spans more than а half-century of movie making 
from the crude Keystone Kops one reelers, to the 
sophisticated The Towering Inferno. 

A Dave Sharpe Film Festival would take 24 hours-a-day for 
sin months to show all of the films he has made. 

"Stuntman,"* The word conjurs images of bully-big men, 
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muscles bulging from every pore daring death and injury for 
the thrill of challenging the unknown. If this is your fantasy, 
meeting Dave might be a disappointment. Slight of build, he's 
only about 577”; slim rather than stocky; more of an acrobat 
than a weight lifter. He looks ordinary enough, not someone 
who leaps from burning buildings, tumbles from horses and 
crashes through windows for a living. Once you recover from 
the shock of truth, it is easy to see that Dave's success 
depends on something other than pure strength and muscle 
size. 

His hair is streaked grey with 57 years of movie experience, 
but it's easy to imagine away the decades and see a man whose 
handsome features rivaled the movie stars he helped create 
during his long career which began three years after Birth of a 
Nation. While America prepared for World War I, Dave was 
getting bit kid parts because of his extraordinary gymnastic 
ability. 

44) m eight or nine and a natural at tumbling (he won the 
1925-26 U.S. Championship.) I was seeing acrobats and 


vaudville and going wild. А member of the Los Angeles 
Athletic Club sponsored me to train under the Club's coach. 
The place was a favorite Hollywood hangout for Jack 
Pickford, Douglas Fairbanks, Charlie Chaplin, and others. 
So if one of them was doing a picture with a little kid, or little 
girl, or an old lady who had to fall, they'd say “hey get the kid 
down in the gym.” Mother would take me to the studio, I'd do 
my bit and leave. I wasn't terribly impressed.” 

Dave might not have been impressed, but Fairbanks was. 
He hired the youngster for Robin Hood (1922) and Thief of 
Bagdad (1924) and, more importantly, taught him gymnastic 
routines that helped Dave become the specialist in acrobatic 
leaps, falls from horses, high dives, and other stunts deman- 
ding tumbling skill. 

“Douglas Fairbanks, Sr. had seen me at the club and 
wanted me for a shot while he's jousting the Black Knight in 
the 1922 version. He wanted three kids in their jerkins and 
feather hats getting a free peak at this battle.” ' 

His eyes lit up in the soft glow of the pleasant memory of so 
long ago. 

“There's three of us in the limb of this tree and I'm in the 
middle. When Fairbanks wins I'm supposed to over-react and 
I go WEEE and it looks like I fell out of the tree, but instead I 
hooked my knees and came around to a seat again. He taught 
me that stunt.” 

Dave was involved with action routines from the beginning. 
He was soon a regular performer in many large and small pro- 
ductions whenever the script called for someone small with 
acrobatic ability. One week would be Saramouche with 
Ramon Navarro; the next, a bit in an Our Gang comedy. 

“I doubled the grandmother, Mrs. Gray, and in-between 
shots taught Mickey Daniels, the red-haired, freckle-faced 
kid, how to play hockey and ice skate.” 

As Dave grew older, his teenage career began to include 
small acting parts and even a starring role in a Hal Roach 
comedy series, The Boy Friends, directed by George Stevens, 
Sr.; also on the first rung of a long Hollywood tenure. 

The Depression struck the Hal Roach studios in 1931 and 
the fledgling star found himself digging a W.P.A. ditch for 
$3.20 a day in front of the studio gates. 

Then, in a twist that sounds like a B-movie plot, he got a 
call from Harold Lloyd. 

“Не wanted me to double him. That's why my hair grows 
so strangely here.” He outlined the high curve of his hair over 
his eyebrows. ‘‘I shaved it for years to match Lloyd." 

Dave is reluctant to discuss the details of his work for 
Lloyd. 

“Не was опе of my favorites. He was in a class by himself. 
In those days,” he said, ‘I never would have done an inter- 
view on my work as a stunt man. We just didn't talk about 
such things. We worked hard to maintain the mystery and 
fantasy in the movies we made.” 

Part of Lloyd's reputation comes from tne deft way he mix- 
ed comedy with daring stunts like his “human fly" gag in 
Safety Last (1923) which climaxed in Lloyd hanging 
dangerously from the hands of a giant clock high above the 
street. None of the many books and articles about the silent 
comic mention a stunt double. 

““Lloyd did some stunts, he was a great athlete, but even in 
those days people were smart enough to not throw a million 
dollars out the window in the middle of a picture if the star 
got hurt.” 

Uncomfortable about recounting the details of the stunt, 
Dave said Lloyd was in those shots where there was no clear 
relationship between the actual clock and the street far below. 
The long shots were doubled by famous stuntman Harvey 
Perry. 

““There was no question, no argument when Perry was sug- 
gested. Lloyd was capable of it, believe me, but it was his 
money and he was aware of that like anyone else." 

It was this need to protect the health of the star that led to 
the rise of stunt work as a vital part of film making. Financial 
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disaster would result if one of them was hurt before the film 
was finished. Even the greatest of the action performers such 
as John Wayne, Burt Lancaster, Charles Bronson and Clint 
Eastwood inflated their reputation with the artistry of stunt 
people falling from horses; being hit by cars, jumping from 
buildings, crashing airplanes and brawling in saloons. 

In the silent days, stunt work was more a case of macho 
bravo than science. Dave was almost alone in his insistence 
upon planning and careful study before executing a stunt. 

“When I was a little boy it was almost an honor among 
stuntmen to break something. There was a daredevil element 
for a long time. They'd duck behind the set, belt a couple, say 
three ‘Hail Mary's! and jump. If there was enough money in 
it, they'd do it. A lot of them never made it through the se- 
cond reel.” 

Dave is the only stuntman to make as many films as he has 
without suffering a major injury. 

“Sure, I've had my share of cuts and bruises. But I have 
never broken anything that has put me in the hospital." 

He sees no sense in killing himself. 

“I plan everything. I don't want to die...it's as simple as 
that. I have the ability to plan my stunts backwards. The 
director shows me what he wants and I figure what I have to 
do to get the results.” 

For years the diminutive master of the fall and tumble was 
considered a ''sissy'' by fellow stuntmen. 

“If I was wearing a dress or a suit and I had to do a very 
rough fall, I thought nothing of putting on knee and shoulder 
pads to get the maximum effect with the minimum of hazard. 
The audience couldn't see the protection, so why take a 
сһапсе?” 

*"Taking а chance” to Dave doesn't refer to the stunts he 
performed; only to his insistence on proper safety precau- 
tions. 

Dave works best by himself. You get the impression he 
trusts no one; and who can blame him. Looking down from a 
60-foot cliff onto a pad postage-stamp small that 15 supposed 
to protect him; there is no room for trusting others. He per- 
sonally checks every aspect of the stunt before he agrees to 
begin. 

“Tve survived longer than anyone else,” he insists. ‘‘I must 
be doing something right." There is no arguing with the 
evidence he offers. 

In his more philosophical moods, Dave often wonders if 
there isn't some cosmic purpose he has lived as long as һе has. 

“I have been in more dangerous situations than any person 
alive. Yet I still live. There must be some reason...? 

“I was working as Second Unit Director on Mighty Joe 
Young (1949). We were shooting some action stuff on a night 
club set which featured lions, tigers, elephants, and apes in 
cages around the table area. We had trained lions to run from 
one side of the set to the other. One of them broke loose, 
jumped onto the top of his cage and grabbed the trainer by 
the throat. I was in the camera cage. I pushed the iron door 
open, raced across the set and punched the lion in the face. I 
guess І shocked him so badly he let go, turned tail and ran in- 
to his cage.” 

Dave was the principle stuntman for Tony Curtis during 
the action-phase of Curtis’ career. In films such as Black 
Shield of Falsworth, The Vikings and others, Sharpe's ap- 
pearance and movement closely matched the actor's which 
made it easier to maintain the illusion. 

The relationship led to the team getting together for The 
Great Race (1965) in which Dave created one of his finest 
stunts. He was called upon by director Blake Edwards to dou- 
ble the “Май Baron,” Curtis! arch-rival, who mistakes a win- 
dow in a high castle tower for the door. 

Shouting, “А wise man once said “Не who runs away lives 
to fight another day,” he dashes through what he thinks is the 
doorway. As the long shot from the outside reveals, however, 
he lunges out the window feet first and crashes through his 
waiting boat in the moat below, just missing his accomplice at 


the oars. 

“We actually did the stunt twice. The first time was at a 
castle in Austria. The water in the moat was only three anda 
half feet deep. But it was muddy on the bottom, and | 
thought I could get through it with a few inventions I had.” 

With a nonchalant toss of his head as if to ask why anyone 
would be interested in such trivial matters, he added, “50 we 
staged it one afternoon and got it right on the first take.” 

If the shot wasn't impressive enough, Dave returned to 
Hollywood a few weeks later and ran into Edwards who said 
the gag looked great, but it might be even better if it were a 
dive rather than a jump. 

“So they took the biggest stage at Warner Brothers, the one 
that used to be an indoor skating rink and swimming pool, 
filled it with water and rebuilt the exterior of the castle 
alongside to exactly match the Austrian location. It may have 
looked the same, but I designed it so there was a greater depth 
right under the boat so I could dive. I told Blake we were 
ready after days of planning and construction. He came in, 
covered it with a lot of cameras from different angles. I did 
my dive and that's the shot they used in the picture." 

Blake Edwards isn't the only director Dave has worked 
with as a stuntman or 2nd unit director. John Ford, Howard 
Hawks, Raoul Walsh, Orson Welles, William Wellman, 
Frank Capra are just a few who've benefited from his action 
artistry. 

Dave's stunt work raises some interesting questions for 
those film critics who insist on giving a director total credit 
for the impact and quality of a movie. 

“When I worked for Orson Welles on Touch of Evil (1958) 
he took a liking to me because of my work on his Magnificent 
Ambersons' and gave me carte blanche. He'd have an idea 
and ask me, *How do you think we should do it?' because I 
was only repeating what І had done five hundred times 
before. Only the bar was painted different; the people weren't 
the same; the mirror was round instead of square. But it was 
the same gag. He was an artist and treated me like one." 

During the height of the studio era in the 30's and 40's, the 
top Hollywood stuntmen who never numbered more than 25 
or 30, worked as an autonomous unit. The experts in stunt- 
work moved from studio to studio whenever their talents were 
demanded. They normally worked directly for the Second 
Unit director who often was a fellow stuntman like Yakima 
Canutt or a favorite “В” action picture director like Breezy 
Eason or Spencer Bennett. Once the routine was outlined by a 
Ford, Hawks, or Walsh, the stunt group shot the action 
which were intercut with the dialogue scenes controlled by the 
“name” director. 

Because of their sophisticated understanding of stunt work 
and their ability to shoot quickly and economically, Second 
Unite directors often had more control of their footage than 
the First Unit director. 

“Guys like Yak, Breezy, or Richard Talmadge were so pro- 
minent and so much in demand that a picture would be held 
back until they were available. Their contracts gave them 
total control. Once they had their conferences with the direc- 
tor, the art director, production, it was totally theirs. 

“They could get these astounding salaries and right to final 
cut because in their own field they were directors. Bennett 
might do a 2nd unit for MGM or Breeze for Warner's and get 
а fabulous salary; but as а 2nd unit director. Then they go 
tight back to Poverty Row, Gower Gulch, but at least as a 
First Director. The majors would take them on as experts. 
There was actually two directors on the picture. One, like 
Breezy, shooting the action and the other the dialogue.” 

When Dave stunted in work on Prince Valiant (1954) 
directed. by Henry Hathaway, he worked for Richard 
Talmadge. 

“No matter what I did, Hathaway didn’t have a choice 
whatsoever. | was working for Talmadge. Solely and ab- 
solutely. As long as 1 satisfied him, the studio was happy." 

Even though stuntmen found steady work at M.G.M., 20th 


Century-Fox, Warners, and Paramount, action films were 
not a primary product for the major companies. They 
specialized in material which displayed the personalities and 
acting abilities of their stars. It was left to the independents to 
emphasize action over acting in hundreds of quickly made, 
cheaply financed westerns and serials which represented 
months of steady employment for the stunt colony. 

Working at Republic, Monogram, Mascot, and PRC 
among others, horse falls, fist fights, and leg drags became as 
routine as bolting on fenders in an auto plant. Some days 
Dave did stunts in five different movies. 

“I never did find out the names of most of them. All I 
knew was that they wanted a horse fall, or a stage coach 
transfer, or a fist fight.” 

Most of the time even the producer didn't know the name 
of the star Dave was doubling. They'd shoot him doing a gag 
for an actor that hadn't been cast yet. Then they'd pick one to 
match Dave's height and general physical appearance. 

**One of the producers had our heights penciled on his of- 
fice wall so he could see if an actor was acceptable," Dave 
said. 

**We worked very fast and did so many stunts in one day, I 
can't remember the details. On a western serial like Red 
Ryder, God, І might do a couple of Running W's, three 
bulldogs and four horse falls before lunch. 

“Thats the big difference for a young fellow today,” Dave 
said regrettably. ‘‘If he's asked to do a horse transfer (jump- 
ing from one horse to another at dead run) it's probably the 
first time he has done it. When we were working for every 
company in the business, and they're making westerns, we 
might do four of them in a week. Well, it gets pretty routine. 
Our biggest problem was that we'd be on the same set so 
often, only dressed differently, we'd run out of different ways 
to stage the gags. Routine number six or number two? A right 
hand punch to the chin is a right hand punch to the chin."' 

The steady stream of quickie westerns and serials provided 
stuntpeople with the practice an artist needs to become an ac- 
complished master. Even though smaller studios didn't pay as 
much as the big operations across town, “sometimes I got $5 
for a horse fall," they were an excellent training ground to 
perfect the timing and precision required for a perfect stunt. 

Their work in Poverty Row films didn't bar stuntmen from 
the majors since unlike actors, their identity was never 
known; not even the credits include their name or mention of 
their contribution. А 

“It was tradition never to discuss our work with outsiders. 
It was fun to have little kids think that Ramon Navarro ac- 
tually drove a chariot in Ben Hur (1926). The whole thing was 
based on mystery. If I was doubling a star and we were both 
in the same costume, I avoided being near him away from the 
set. We all did it.” 

This anonymity gave stuntpeople a freedom stars could 
never achieve. They moved freely from one end of Hollywood 
to the other and their work livened up thousands of movies 
from both the major and minor studios. Regardless of the 
studio trademark on the movie, the action sequences were 
created by the same small group of experts. 

At times, the pace was exhausting. In 1939 Dave was work- 
ing at Universal on a now-forgotten serial when a call came 
from RKO. Production was beginning on The Hunchback of 
Notre Dame with Charles Laughton. The script called for ex- 
tensive stuntwork during Laughton's maniacal defense of his 
bell tower and other gags throughout the lavish recreation of 
one of Hollywood's favorite stories. 

“RKO wanted us so badly they agreed to let us fit the film 
around our commitment to Universal. No matter when we 
finished shooting we dashed to the RKO ranch where the 
tower scene was built." 

Because the stuntpeople were paid in cash and often work- 
ed till well after bankers’ hours, Dave and his companions 


often carried twenty or thirty thousand dollars from studio to 
studio.

* We'd take turns driving our cars out to the ranch. We'd 
stagger out there all hours of the day. We'd never get any pro- 
per food. We never slept. They had a huge tent they used for 
wardrobe. We'd send a couple of fellows in costumes on the 
set and let the production man know that someone was there. 
If they said they needed something done, one of the guys 
would run like the devil, roust the rest of us who were sleeping 
on piles of costumes and we'd get the job done. Then we'd 
switch and they'd rest while we stood around. We did gags 
when we didn't even know we were awake at three or four 
o'clock in the morning." 

There have been millions of words written emphasizing the 
importance of the director. Yet, according to Dave, it was the 
stuntpeople to a large degree who controlled the daily produc- 
tion schedule posted by both major and minor studios. 

“There was a time (the 30's and 40's) when the stuntmen 
ran this business. Ran it because the directors understood 
their value, trusted them, kept them busy all the time and 
literally turned over entire phases of movies to them. It gave 
us a monopoly. There were about 15 of us making all the big 
dough who had control of it. Because of our contacts, 
because of the faith of the companies and directors. It was a 
closed shop. A new kid couldn't break into the ranks. The 
casting office would just laugh them in the face. The stunt- 
men were close personal friends with most of the directors, 
producers, and second unit men. They knew what we could 
do...they knew as much about our work as we did. We never 
had any trouble with directors like Capra, Ford, Wellman, 
Hawks, and so forth.” 

During the halcyon days in Hollywood, the stuntpeople 
moved easily between studios, while actors and actresses had 
great difficulty appearing in another company's production. 

“If I was working at Monogram or Republic and MGM 
gave me a call, it was perfectly all right for me to substitute 
one of my fellows and everyone knew he wold be a perfect 
alternative; the right size, the correct performance. Even 
when I had a contract, there was never an argument...they 
knew I'd make it up to them.” 

Since Dave and his fellow stuntmen performed practically 
all the action when 20th Century-Fox, MGM, Warner, Para- 
mount, and Columbia made movies which called for stunt ac- 
tion, the studios learned to rely on Dave and the others. 

“Ben Ншг” (1959) for example. А marvelous picture, well 
done, terribly long. But if it hadn't been for the eighteen- 
minute chariot race, they might as well have thrown the pic- 
ture out the window. And that eighteen minutes wasn't done 
by the Director William Wyler and the actors that made the 
rest of the movie, it was done by Yakima Canutt and Glenn 
Randall and the stunt men.” 

Watch Ben Hur or other action films from the major 
studios and it's obvious that those scenes featuring stunt work 
have a vitality and enthusiasm often lacking in the rest of the 
footage. Those scenes in which Dave, Yakima and the others 
are performing are simply more expensive versions of their 
work for Republic, Mascot, Monogram and the other makers 
of quick westerns, serials, and adventure films. 

In large action spectaculars such as They Died With Their 
Boots On, Gunga Din, Bengal Lancers, and countless others, 
nine out of ten on the second unit were veterans of Poverty 
Row. 

When the major first became interested in making action 
pictures, they relied on their casting offices to locate stunt- 
men. This proved to be a mistake. Horse falls, fist fights,and 
other standard bits in the stuntman's bag of tricks turned out 
to be funny, not serious, when the dailies were examined. 

*"They'd found too many aunts and uncles doing stunts 
who were incapable. I got called in and they'd ask me, “Why 
the hell does that stunt look so funny when that thing I saw 
you do for Republic looked so great?' Same stunt, same gag. 
But for MGM it fell flat, while for Republic it had the 
lightness of a well-made souffle." 

Soon the majors realized the importance of hiring from the 


back lots at Monogram, Mascot, and Republic. 

“When the majors had a giant action picture, that was the 
heyday for all of the real cowboys and all of the stuntmen 
because it was a pot of gold. Going to work at MGM was a 
new world compared to Repulic. The difference between a 
Rolls Royce and a Ford. 

“When Yak and I and the others were іп our heyday we 
never had a worry in the world because there were so many 
major and little B shows. We'd work one day on a picture like 
Stagecoach and turn right around and work for Monogram or 
Mascot on a little five-day western. We'd do gags for Sam 
Katzman at Columbia or on the backlot at Republic that 
would cost MGM or Warner five times as much. But half a 
loaf is better than none, so we'd do things for the little fellows 
and give them a break. This meant anytime I had a few days 
off I'd call one of these guys and I was hired immediately for 
whatever western or serial they had going. 

** And this is why you very often saw in the westerns shot at 
Republic, in the back lot at Universal, for Monogram, or 
Mascot, some of the best action in the world. It was done by 
the same guys who were winning academy awards over at 
Warner апа MGM.” 

A look through the record-setting list of Sharpe's screen 
credits, shows that the bulk of his work, and that of the other 
stuntmen, was in the never-ending stream of westerns which 
poured forth with the regularity of a weekly television series. 
And, like present-day production companies who survive ser- 
ving the needs of network programmers, the independent 
studios made a living by creating highly predictable, cheaply 
filmed westerns for eager small-town audiences. 

The arrival of the latest adventure of Wild Bill Elliot, 
Hopalong Cassidy, the Range Busters, Gene Autry, Roy 
Rogers, Johnny Mack Brown, Hoot Gibson, Tex Ritter, Tom 
Mix, and other sagebrush heroes, was a welcome event for 
fans wanting plenty of riding, roping, shooting, and wild 
brawls at regular intervals throughout the sixty to seventy 
minute films. 

The producers that survived the rigors of Poverty Row did 
so because of business cunning, not film atftistry. Often 
crowded three to а ten-by-ten walkup office, the 
president/owners of such studios as William Burke, Astor 
and Commodore would conduct their daily business affairs 
while strolling the streets of Gower Gulch. 

**Many a business deal was made over the fireplug at the 
corner of Sunset and Gower. The producer would spend the 
whole day in town while we were shooting on location trying 
to get enough money together to pay off the extra people that 
night. They'd have just enough money to get the picture 
started.” 

This same overriding concern with cost-control forced the 
production crews to the limits of their creativity in squeezing 
as much footage as possible out of every dollar budgeted. 
Their directors, actors, and technicians became masters at the 
quick set-up. 

**We often averaged 100 different camera set-ups in one 
day's shooting. Today, directors are fortunate if they can 
complete a dozen set-ups in the same time.” 

Because the unions had not yet rigidly defined the duties 
and responsibilities of the crew members, everyone involved 
with the shooting pitched in to position lights, build sets, 
move props, or rig special effects. 

“Those crews were genuises. They knew their business. 
And they weren't afraid to bend the rules to save a dollar. We 
were using the Beverly Hills City Hall as a palace for a Hal 
Roach comedy two-reeler. We didn't have a permit or 
anything. We just put a propman inside and I came zooming 
up the steps on a motorcycle. I was оп my way to break up the 
marriage of my girl friend to the heavy. So I roared up the 
steps. The propman opened the door. Inside I spun the 
motorcycle around and came out and bounced down the 
stairs. The camera was in the truck recording the entire scene 
and we got away clean before anyone realized what we had 


done." 

Dave remembers the 30's fondly as the ‘‘gypsy days”’ of his 
career. They were all a bunch of kids having a good time mak- 
ing movies and stealing shots under the nose of the authorities 
without bothering for the proper permits which added a dash 
of zest and excitement to the daily production grind. 

Universal, Columbia, Republic, Monogram, Mascot. They 
all subscribed to the same survival techniques necessitated by 
the lack of money. Decades before hand-held camera work 
became artistically acceptable, a single 35mm Nemo and a 
couple of sunlight reflectors was all the equipment used to 
grab a quick fight or chase in an isolated rock pit, along a 
deserted country road or an un-guarded gas company installa- 
tion. 

“We had some great stars and some great directors because 
it was constant improvising; fighting for your life to get 
something done." 

Most of the two-reel comedies were begun with little more 
than a rough story outline. The plot and action details were 
filled in during the actual shooting. “If we had a scene that 
called for a roadside restaurant, we didn't go out on the back 
lot. We didn't have one. We went out and for two bucks we 
talked some restaurant owner into the use of his place for a 
couple of hours and built the story around what was avilable 
in the diner." 

Occasionally a disaster would mean a complete script re- 
write. Robert Tanzey, a director Dave considers an over- 
looked genius, was directing one of countless westerns for 
Mascot when the hero of the film was killed during a chase se- 
quence because he forgot to duck as he rode under a low- 
hanging branch. “Тапгу skipped lunch, went off by himself 
and came back with a new script that accommodated the 
disappearance of the lead and we went right on with the pic- 
ture.” 

Echoing а cynicism often expressed by other veterans of the 
30% and 40's, Dave is particularly annoyed with many 
modern directors who he feels have no awareness of the skill 
and artistry required of a competent, professional stuntper- 
son. ° 

“They don’t realize that when we are going to fall off a six- 
story building, we require a little more than a damp Kleenex. 
It’s not because they're sadistic or maniacal; they just don't 
know any better. It never occurred to them when they saw a 
body fall in a film and drop behind a rock or a wagon that 
there was something more than a pillow to land on.” 

Dave remembered the problems he saw watching a recent 
director at work. He was speaking of Mel Brooks shooting 


Blazing Saddles. 

"He's very funny, very successful, but he just doesn't 
know anything about the stunt business. The leading man 
runs out of a cabin and jumps on his horse. Instead of setting 
it up so the hero runs downhill, he shot it so the poor guy has 
to run a quarter mile uphill and can't even reach the horn 
much less the stirrup when he finally gets there.” А 

Dave was hired Гог a horse drag which was part of a major 
action scene. The script called for him to be pulled by a rope 
around his ankle attached to the saddle horn of a run-away 
horse. With a director like John Ford, Howard Hawks, or 
Breezy Eason, Dave would have discussed the details of the 
gag. Dealing with “the new breed” was a different matter. 

“It was obvious he didn’t know how it was done or that it 
required any sort of preparation or special equipment. It 
came down to how can I get the job done without killing 
myself." While working on another modern western, the en- 
tire crew waited for six, seven, eight hours while the director 
and his star revised the script. f 

“That could never happen on a serial. The script was our 
bible. It allowed us 10 be totally prepared and shoot fast on 
location with a minimum of wasted time.” 

It's not only the directors that have changed, says Dave. 
It’s the whole atmosphere on the set. і Я 

“When we worked іп the 30's everyone paid attention. 
Nobody played cards behind the set or in a dressing room. 
Today people on the set disappear for hours. They're out at 
the coffee truck shooting craps in one of the mobile dressing 
rooms or playing gin rummy. In the Hollywood that I loved, 
everyone had a mutual respect. I never heard the kind of com- 
plaining that's commonplace around the coffee stand. They 
know more about their union contracts; whether they're on 
golden time, over-time, luncheon penalty and so forth. But 
ask them about acting or how to trim an arc and they don't 
know what the hell you're talking about. We never thought 
that much about money...it was too much fun." |

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АМ INTERVIEW WITH JOHN DUNCAN — 
ROBIN, THE BOY WONDER! 


This summer, my wife and I 
journeyed to Galveston, Texas, for a 
Condo-share presentation. To my sur- 
prise, I learned that the Vice-President 
of the company was none other than 
JOHN DUNCAN, who had costarred 
with ROBERT LOWERY in THE 
ADVENTURES OF BATMAN AND 
ROBIN, released by Columbia in 1949. 
І requested an interview, which Mr. 
Duncan graciously granted. The 
following is a slightly edited version of 
the interview which I recorded. 

Norm: Of the three people who 
played Robin, you looked more like 
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Bob Kane's drawings than the other 
two did. How did you get the job? 

John Duncan: I was doing leads at 
Columbia Studio. Walter Kane came 
on the set — they told him that I look- 
ed like his ‘‘Robin’’ — and he said that 
1 was it. That's how I got the job. He 
picked the actor. So he sent me over to 
the casting office. No problem at all. 
That was it. 

N: What kind of person was your 
costar, Robert Lowery? 

JD: He was great. He's dead now. 
He looked and acted a lot like Clark 
Gable, and that was really a hindrance 
to him in his career. He was born in 
Missouri, and so was |, so we got along 
fine. We did pictures at Monogram 
with Gale Storm. We started out doing 
musicals before we ever did BATMAN 
AND ROBIN. That went way back to 
7454-45. We were playing college kids. 

N: Ali Columbia serials were fast 
and furious, 90-miles-an-hour, don't 
walk, run stuff. Was it fun, or was it 
hard work? 

JD: Hard work. We had a first, se- 
cond and third units shooting and I did 
most ef the stunts myself because they 
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go so close, they couldn’t find a double 
that really looked like me. It’s hard to 
find a guy 5'4" in Hollywood, you 
know, so I had a couple of doubles, 
one on the second unit and one on the 
third unit. They were friends of mine. 
One was a blonde, and he dyed his hair 
dark brown and curled it. He was just 
my size. His name was Howard Kizer. 
On the third unit was Ray Smith. He 
had thick brown hair and we had to 
curl his hair. Making BATMAN AND 
ROBIN was also fun too, I mean a lot 
of fun. 

N: About how many set-ups a day 
were there? 

JD: Probably 70 to a hundred with 
the three units. 

N: That’s a tremendous number of 
set-ups! How long did it take to film 
the serial? 

JD: It took about 38 days. That 
must be about 2% hours of 
film. Anyway, I think each chapter ran 
around 12 minutes. It was a 15-minute 
chapter, and they used 3 minutes for 
the beginning — the credits — and at 
the end of each chapter. It was a lot of 
film. We had a script that looked, 
honest-to-God, like a telephone book. 
I had never done a serial before, so I 
had no conception of what J was get- 
ting into. When I picked up the script 
at Columbia, it scared hell outa me. It 
really did! I told my wife, “PIL never 
be able to learn these lines!" And they 
were starting to shoot in three or four

days. So I talked to the director = 
was staying up late at night and getting 
up early in the morning studying the 
script. Spencer G. Bennett (who had a 
long record of directing serials going 
back to the days of silent serials) was 
the director. He said to me, ''John, 
don't you worry about one line. Just 
get the story, and just ad-lib. If you 
can't think of a line, just say something 
so that Bob (Lowery) knows what to 
put in on cue. We're only going to take 
one, two or three takes at the most. We 
just don't have time to shoot it.” So 
that's what we did. 

I had to play a kid that was supposed 
to be 16, and I think I was 26 at the 
time. So I had to use a lot of young ter- 
minology in my reading of dialogue, 
you know, like, “Gee, Batman!" and 
all that stuff. The major part of my 
career was spent playing tough kids. I 
was with the EAST SIDE KIDS for 
years and years. When I played Robin, 
I had to study a lot being someone else 
because it was something that would 
have an impression on kids. I had to 
really do a clean-cut youth. ee 

N: Do you, still today, let this in- 
fluence you? А 

JD: Oh, yeah, absolutely. This 
character that I’ve done has influenced 
my life, more than anything ever. I 
didn't realize it at the time because I 
took it very lightly. After it was finish- 
ed, I realized. I had a half-dozen boots 
made by a bootmaker on Hollywood 
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Boulevard. He made the boots exactly 
like Walter (Bob) Kane had drawn 
them. They were beautiful boots, made 
out of suede, with padding on the bot- 
tom of the leather soles, making the 
leather real flexible. He made 6 pair for 
Bob Lowery. I could've had all 6 pair, 
but I was so REALLY tired at the end 
of those 38 days! We shot at night, on 
Saturdays. My overtime was between 
$1100 and $1500 a week. We ran way 
overtime. 

Bob Lowery was overweight, and he 
wore a girdle in this series. We used to 
run up and down hills. A beautiful 
mansion in Beverly Hills was supposed 
to be our mansion. They would show 
us sometimes getting out of the Bat- 
mobile, and running into the lower 
part which was supposed to be the Bat- 
cave. They kept telling Bob to take big- 
Ber steps to accentuate the running, 
and ''Robin, you follow behind him, 
because we don't want you running 
together. We want the Batman in front 
of you all the time.” We'd run maybe 
50 yards up this hill to the Batcave, and 
he'd start to wheeze. Really wheezing, 
you know, and Га get to laughing at 
him. I was in shape, and Bob was wear- 
ing this girdle, and it was cutting off 
his breath, and he'd say, “Oh, God, 
tell “ет to ‘Cut!’ Yell ‘Cut!’, John, 
you do it! You do it! I can’t go any fur- 
ther" He would fall down on the 
ground, just completely collapse! He 
was a beautiful actor. Very good! He 
had a deep, pleasant voice. It's just too 
bad that we couldn't have done the 
television version because he would 
have made a much better BATMAN 
than ADAM WEST. I always com- 
pared them and ADAM WEST was — 
а — too “сатру.” I mean, it was sup- 
posed to be campy but he was too cam- 


N: They were doing a parody, where 
you fellas were doing it the way it was 
created. 

JD: Yeah, we were doing the real 
thing. By the way, Walter Kane called 
me when I was living in Las Vegas in 
1976 — I hadn't heard from since 
1949. Га lived with the character of 
Robin all my life... 

N: I wondered about that. Kirk Alyn 
refused to play gangsters after playing 
Superman, because of what kids might 
think. 

JD: That didn't stop me from play- 
ing gangsters. When I say I lived with 
this particular character — I was with 
the East Side Kids so many years, then 
I played a lot of parts and bits through 
the years. I did pictures with Bogart, 
Alan Ladd. Robin is the character peo- 
ple associate me with. My hair turned 
gray in one year, in 1978, but Robin 


has lived with me all the way. 

N: Did you have any close calls film- 
ing BATMAN AND ROBIN? 

JD: Ha! Yeah, one time there was, 
and I was the cause of it. Our Bat- 
mobile was a 1950 Mercury Converti- 
ble. It wasn't anything fancy. The Mer- 
cury Ford Division gave us 4 of these; 
we wrecked all four of 'em! Those were 
the days when there was nothing 
“tricky” when you did your car stunts. 
We didn't have the roll-overs and stuff 
like that, but we did a lot of skids and a 
lot of chases, and things that were 
realistic. I'd only been on the show two 
days, and in the First or Second 
Episode, we were someplace down in 
L.A. where they had a lot of manufac- 
turing buildings. We had to climb 
down the side of a building, and I was 
in front of Bob Lowery. It was three 
stories high, and Bob had said “Get to 
the Batmobile.” We were climbing 
down the fire escape and Bob was 
wheezing up above me, so when I hit 
the ground, this Mercury Convertible 
is maybe 20 yards, the camera is pann- 
ing on us, and I run and I jump 
through the window of the car, because 
Robin could do anything, and I didn't 
have time to open the door, and I hit 
the other side of the car. Lucky I didn't 
hurt myself or anything, and the car 
engine was running. We didn't have 
time to start it because you didn't hear 
the sound of the car anyway. Just as I 
was straightening out and getting ready 
for the gas, I see Bob's body coming 
through this window. He lands, and 
stuffs his head right in my side at the 
same time I hit the gas to get away. Now 
we got about 30 yards before we get to 
the side of a building. All we wanta do 
is make a fast getaway and then stop 
the car before we get to the building. I 
hit the gas, and boy, I was spinning, 
tearing up dirt and asphalt, burning up 
things, and his head is tucked in my 
side, and that car all of a sudden took 
off, and I damn near took the side of 
the building. I didn't hit the brakes 
because I got away faster than I 
thought. Well, Lowery went under the 
dashboard, but his feet are still sticking 
out the window. When you see the 
film, you see us get away and the rub- 
ber burning, and Lowery's feet dangl- 
ing out the window. 

N: You also were in some of the 
Bowery Boys films. When was that? 

JD: I was with the Bowery Boys 
from 1940 to 1950. They were called 
The Dead End Kids when I started with 
them. We did eight pictures a year, and 
we had so many come out that by 1944 
it was flooding the market. So we 
changed ourselves to The East Side 
Kids. Then we called ourselves The 
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Bowery Boys. All of them are dead ex- 
cept Huntz Hall and Gabey (Gabriel) 
Dell.

N: I heard that Huntz Hall and Leo 
Gorcey never followed the script. 

JD: That’s what we did. In Dead 
End Kids or East Side Kids, all we ever 
did was adlib. When one stopped talk- 
ing, another one started. It was all 
adlib. 

N: Was there much camaraderie on 
the BATMAN sets? 

JD: No, ГІ tell you, most of the 
time Bob Lowery and I were together 
in most of the scenes. We were very 
good friends before we did BATMAN 
AND ROBIN. There wasn’t much time 
with our shooting schedule. (author’s 
note) Jane Adams, heroine of the 
serial, had previously appeared in Lost 
City of the Jungle, plus features, at 
Universal.) 

N: What is your happiest memory of 
the hours before you spent before the 
camera? 

JD: I guess...the most enjoyment 
was all during the '40s doing leading 
parts, and that was probably the most 
rewarding financially and acting-wise. 
I did a lot of pictures in those years, 
and I had a very good name. They were 
beautiful years. So that was the most 
enjoyment that I got. 

N. What was your biggest disap- 
pointment? (Don't answer that if you 
don't want to.) 

JD: Losing pictures. Lon McAllister 
and I used to be up for a lot of parts 
together. I'd win a few and he'd win a 
few. I had the part in Bad Boy. 
Already signed the contracts and 
everything else at $4250 a week. Audie 
Murphy had just been awarded the 
Congressional Medal of Honor and all 
these medals, and they brought Audie 
Murphy over and he had so much 
publicity, and he was young like 
myself, so they paid me for the picture, 
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but they used him, and so I think that 
was my biggest disappointment. We 
became friends later on. Very good 
friends. Ard I did alot of pictures with 
Alan Ladd, Humphrey Bogart, James 
Cagney, Audie Murphy — all the short 
guys! Ladd would ask for mein alot of 
his pictures like Salty O’Rourke, 
because he and I were the same size, 
see, except I outweighed him by 15 
pounds. I was doing a lot of weight- 
lifting in those days. 

(Author's note — At this point, Mr. 
Duncan let me view his private collec- 
tion of stills and lobby cards.) 

N: Are these your own private 
stock? I’ve never seen these stills any 
place else. 

JD: Yeah. There aren’t any around. 

N: So I'm looking at a fortune here. 
I don't know whether you know it. 

JD: I know they're worth a lot of 
money. 

N: In this still, Lowery looks like he 


is having a rough time trying to see 
through that cowl. 

JD: We couldn’t see through them. 
That was our biggest hindrance. In ad- 
dition, he was overweight, and he wore 
a girdle — but he did a beautiful BAT- 
MAN! He really did! 

N: Collectors would go crazy for 
some of these. 

(Author note: In addition to BAT- 
MAN stills, there were lobby cards of 
Come Out Fighting, Mystery of the 
Thirteenth Guest, Mr. Muggs Rides 
Again and Million Dollar Kid. | 
recognized many old favorites іп- 
cluding Richard Purcell (Captain 
America), Helen Parrish, Billy 
Benedict, Ernie Adams and Addison 
Richards, all of whom appeared in at 
least one serial. Mr. Duncan then sat 
very patiently for some amateur 
photos). 

N: I’m sure a lot of fans would like 
to know. What are you doing now? 


JD: I’m Vice-President of Sunward 
Resorts and we’re selling time-shares. 
Very good, too. Doing very good 
business. 

N: Is it all right to give out your ad- 
dress, or would you prefer that I not do 
so? 

JD: Oh, I prefer that you do. Cer- 
tainly. 

N: I will edit this down... 

JD: Whatever you want to do. 

N: Thank you. I certainly have en- 
joyed talking with you. 

JD: It’s a pleasure! 

(Author note: Johnny Duncan was а 
most pleasant individual to visit. We 
had several laughs together, and his 
answers were candid and straight- 
from-the-shoulder. Talking with him 
was a real highlight of my life and I'm 
most grateful to him.

PEARL WHITE — Part Two

In 1922 Pearl went to live in France, where she owned a 
country villa and a town house. She traveled extensively 
about the world after announcing that she had become tired 
of “being swung from cliffs and dropped from burning 
houses down into sewers." Her eyesight had also been im- 
paired by the film studio lights. But her desire for retirement 
did not long survive the attractions and plaudits of Paris. 
There she drew crowds to the Montmarte Music Hall in a 
revue called “Tu Perds La Boule” and later, at a reputed 
$3,000 a week, to a London revue in which she co-starred 
with George Carney. She became a notable figure at the 
racetrack and gay nightlife places, and besides appearing in 
theatres in Europe she made a tour in Asis Minor and Egypt. 
She made world headlines by spending time in an Alpine con- 
vent, “іп search of her soul." 

George Seitz lured her back to the States for one last serial, 
Plunder (1923), which she starred in as a favor to him more 


than for any other reason. The theme of the film dealt with a 
skyscraper in New York City and a hidden treasure beneath it 
which the villain sought to obtain anyway possible. The serial 
was successful, as were all those made by Pearl, but it was not 
her best one. The back injury suffered in making Perils of 
Pauline was giving her more trouble than ever, and it was 
painful for her to subject her body to the rigors that were a 
normal ingredient of cliffhangers. Her last film was а feature 
titled Terror (1924), but released in the United States as The 
Perils of Paris. It was filmed in France. | 

Surprisingly, none of Pearl's movies were made іп Califor- 
nia, nor is she known to have ever visited the state. But 
Hollywood profited by her pioneering efforts as the silent 
screen's most popular heroine, and every cliffhanger produc- 
ed after 1915 — regardless of locale — was influenced by the 
example set by vivacious and daring Pearl White.

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Ruth Roland was the second greatest of the silent serial 
queens and Pearl White's only real competitor for fame, at 
least until Allene Ray came along in 1924. In many respects, 
Ruth was a far more exciting performer than Pearl, and, 
unlike Pearl, was at home in Westerns. Ruth relished making 
the mustangers with her horse Joker, on whose back she rode 
through many dangers and more than once plunged toward 
what seemed inevitable disaster, only to be saved in the end by 
Joker's cleverness and her own quick resource. She was essen- 
tially a girl of the out-doors — an expert equestrienne, a 
strong swimmer, a crack shot with the rifle and revolver, and 
repeatedly was victorious in tennis and golf tournaments. 
These accomplishments served her in good stead in her work 
as a motion picture sagebrush and serial heroine. At the same 
time, her screen personality was quite palatable to audiences, 
though those who worked with her might have entertained a 
different image. 

Ruth was born in San Francisco on August 26, 1892. Her 
mother was a professional singer and her father the operator 
of the Columbia Theatre іп San Francisco. At the age of 3% 
years Ruth “went on" in Edward Holden's ‘‘Cinderella’’ in 
her father's theatre, with her mother playing a role in the 
show. Ruth made one of the big hits of the piece by her treble 
warbling of the then popular ditty, “What Could the Poor 
Girl Do?"' From that night on Ruth was an actress. 

After “Cinderella?” had enjoyed its share of prosperity, 
Ruth, now firmly established as a child actress of parts, was 
engaged to play Little Lord Fountleroy in that famous 
children's classic. When her mother and father separated, 
Ruth, under her mother's chaperonage, toured the East for 
several years in stock and vaudeville as “Baby Ruth.” Later 
she appeared with the Edward Holden Company, and in 
vaudeville's **Broadway Trio.” She had a stock engagement 
with the Morosco Company and was the first child actress to 
appear in Honolulu, making such a hit that she remained six 
months playing continuously. Then back to “Егізсо” and a 
long engagement with the famous Belasco Company at the 
Alcazar Theater. When her mother died at the age of 27, 
eight-year old Ruth went to live with an aunt in Los Angeles 
and attended school there. At sixteen she returned to the 
theatre, now blossomed into an ingenue. Next in order in the 
evolution of Ruth came a very successful two-year tour in her 
Own act over the Sullivan-Considine and Majestic vaudeville 
circuits. 

One evening a director for the old Kalem Company, which 
specialized in cowboy-redskin-Mexican-bandit-western stuff, 
dropped into the theatre where Miss Roland was playing.

her. Two weeks later she reported at the Kalem studios out- 
side of Los Angeles and went to work in early 1909, leaving 
the stage “Най on the lot," as they say around the circus. 

Ruth’s initial Kalem salary was $25 a week and her first 
film of record The Old Soldier's Story (1909). During the next 
three or four years she is reputed to have made over two hun- 
dred split-and one-reelers for Kalem, but titles and dates on 
most of these films are unknown and, consequently, do not 
appear in Roland's filmography. Many of her short films 
were westerns, at which she was adept, but Kalem officials 
soon recognzied her comedic potential and she became the 
company's chief comedienne. When Mack Sennett tried to 
entice her away, Ruth was able to get her Kalem salary raised 
to $95 a week. 

Miss Roland's beauty, based primarily on her exquisite 
pansy-purple eyes, was of virile type and her delightful humor 
was contagious. She made people laugh who really didn't 
want to laugh, but couldn't help themselves. Hers was a bub- 
bling nature that found fun in everything. And for that 
reason, even the most amusing scenarios of the films intended 
for her proved even funnier when the result was thrown upon 
the screen. 

Ruth tired of comedies, however, and longed to do more 
serious things, pointing out to the Kalem brass that she was 
too highly paid to be wasted in pie-throwing slapstickers. She 
got her way. Shortly before leaving Kalem she starred in eight 
segments of “Тһе Girl Detective” series, playing a society girl 
who has a position as a special investigator for the police. The 
situation is thus absurd, but the stories, considered aside from 
that, were audience pleasers. James Horne, of later serial 
fame, directed the two-reelers, and Cleo Ridgely, who took 
over the part when Ruth bowed out, was featured.

Chapter 1: The Dance of Death 

Secret Service agent Garry Gordon is 
assigned to run down the River Gang, a 
powerful band of smugglers whose 
headquarters are located in the spee- 


tacular amusement palace called ‘‘The 
Chinese Village." John Mackey, half 
owner of the place and father of Lola, 
the girl Gordon loves, becomes involv- 
ed with the criminal activities through 
the treachery of Joe Burke, secret 
leader of the smugglers. Burke 
threatens to release faked evidence 
against Mackey that will send him to 
the chair, but consents to destroy it in 
exchange for Lola's hand. During a 
costume ball, he proposes to the girl. 
When he shows her a memo book with 
the combination to the vault contain- 
ing the evidence, Lola gets it. Burke 
prevents her escape. As they struggle, 
she gets possession of his gun and 
threatens him with it. A shot rings out. 
Joe Burke is found dead. In the confu- 
sion, Lola slips away. Gordon follows 
her to the office where the vault is 
located. The gangsters leap on him. 


Lola is locked in the safe. In the fight, 
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Garry is knocked through a window. 
He sinks into the water below as Lola 
faints in the vault. 


Chapter 2: A Fugitive of Fear 

Kent Martin, an associate of Burke's 
who has assumed command of the 
River Gang upon his death, removes 
Lola from the vault and secures the 
papers implicating her father. Escaping 
drowning, Gordon finds the two in the 
office. Martin tells him of the murder 
of Burke. Garry finds similar weapons 
on Martin and Jane Madden, a girl 
who loves him, as well as Lola and 
John Mackey. Any of these guns might 
have done the murder and each of the 
four persons involved had motive and 
opportunity to commit the crime — 
but all of the weapons are fully loaded 
and cleaned, showing no sign of being 
fired. All four suspects are arrested 
and released on bail. Martin deter- 
mines to trick Mackey into jumping his 
bail in order to throw suspicion on 
him. Gordon learns of Mackey's flight 
through Jane, who has turned against 
Martin through jealousy. Accom- 
panied by Lola, Gordon pursues 
Mackey in his car. They are wrecked at 
a dangerous curve on a mountain road. 


Chapter 3: Toll of the Sea 

After his arrest for murder, John 
Mackey is prevented from jumping bail 
by Garry Gordon, a secret service 
operative who is in love with his 
daughter, Lola. When Mackey and 
Gordon arrive at Mackey’s home they 
are observed by one of Martin’s hen- 
chmen who overhears the conversation 
in which Mackey says he will tell Garry 
everything. The henchman returns to 
tell Martin that Mackey will get all of 
them in bad. Martin plans to silence 
Mackey by kidnapping Lola. Jane, in 
love with Martin, is cognizant of his 
regard for Lola. When Mackey con- 
fides to his daughter that Martin has 
the incriminating papers, Lola decides 
to make an attempt to secure them. She 
goes to Martin’s office. Jane overhears 
the conversation and phones Gordon 
when they leave to get the papers. Gor- 
don pursues Martin’s henchman who is 
taking Lola in a speed launch to an old 
warehouse where Martin is waiting. He 
overtakes them, and a fight ensues. 
Gordon knocks a cigarette from his an- 
tagonist’s lips and it falls on oil-soaked 
cotton waste, setting the launch on 
fire. The gas tank explodes and the 
boat is wrecked in midocean with Lola, 


the henchman, and Garry Gordon left 
to the mercy of the sea. 


Chapter 4: The Sinister Shadow 

After the explosion, Rooney, a 
private policeman, picks up Martin's 
man and Lola. As he is rescuing Garry, 
the henchman throws him overboard 
and speeds away with Lola, leaving 
Gordon and Rooney to swim or 
drown. Lola is taken to a secret 
hideout, where Martin offers her the 
papers as the price of her marriage to 
him. When she refuses, he holds her a 
prisoner while sending a note to her 
father saying he will destroy the papers 
when Mackey consents to his marriage 
to Lola. 

Garry and Rooney swim ashore. At 
his room, Gordon finds Jane tamper- 
ing with the murder guns. He works 
her jealousy to learn the secret hiding 
place of Martin's gang, then goes to 
rescue Lola. Forcing Martin to give up 
his keys, he is about to secure the 
papers when henchmen attack him. 
Unknown hands get the papers from 
the chest during the fight. Garry Gor- 
don is knocked out by a blow from one 
of his assailants. 


Chapter 5: The Plunge of Peril 

Garry Gordon, a Secret Service man 
assigned to run down the River Gang is 
foiled in his attempt to rescue Lola 
Mackey, one of four suspects involved 
in the murder of Burke, her father's 
partner and secret leader of the gang. 
Martin, the new leader and another 
Suspect, uses Gordon to force Lola's 
promise to marry him. Jane Maddon, 
in love with Martin and also suspected 
of the murder, is jealous and warns of- 
fice Rooney that Gordon is to be plac- 
ed aboard a barge and set adrift on the 
sea. Rooney gets a plane and rescues 
Garry from the gangster's boat. Gor- 
don has the plane take after the car 
which carries Lola to a different hiding 
place. Lola is rescued after a thrilling 
drop by Gordon into the speeding car, 
but the pilot is wounded and faints on 
the return trip. Jane gets Lola's father 
to aid in stopping the forced marriage 
and they reach the airport in time to see 
the plane heading for a crash. 


Chapter 6: The Finger of Fate 

Garry Gordon of the Secret Service 
has been detailed to run down the 
River Gang of smugglers and find the 
killer of its leader, Joe Burke. He has 
inspected and tested bullets fired from 
Buns in the possession of those who 
were present when Burke was 
murdered. One of these belongs to 


Lola Mackey, the girl Garry loves, and 
another to her father, a suspect 
because he was Burke's business part- 
ner. Martin, the new leader of the 
gang, is attempting to block Garry at 
every turn and in this is aided by his 
sweetheart, Jane Madden. Aided by 
officer Rooney, a private policeman, 
Garry has assembled his evidence and 
is now dismayed to find that it points 
to Lola. But just as Garry learns this, 
Martin and his gang break into Gor- 
don's office during a storm. А shot is 
fired in the darkness and Garry falls to 
the floor. 


Chapter 7: The Depths of Doom 
Garry Gordon of the secret service is 
outwitted by Kent Martin, new leader 
of the River Gang of smugglers, who 
incudes John Mackey and his 
daughter, Lola, to accompany him to 
his hideout. Gordon, assigned to run 
down the gang and find the murderer 
of Burke, slain leader, follows them 
after he forces Jane, Martin's 
sweetheart, to admit she switched guns 
in order to lay suspicion on Lola. 
Garry then makes her promise to help 
locate the guns, which have been taken 
by Martin. Jane, however, goes to 
Martin and confesses. The result is that 
a trap is laid for Gordon. With officer 
Rooney, Gordon comes to the Chinese 
Village, Martin's stronghold. Lola, 
meanwhile, discovers that Jane has the 
papers incriminating her father and is 
fighting for them. Jane flees when 
Gordon and Rooney enter. In sear- 
ching one of the rooms, Garry and 
Lola are suddenly thrown into a deep 
trap when the stupid Rooney opens a 
desk drawer which springs the trap. 


Chapter 8: Thundering Terror 

Garry Gordon of the secret service 
saves Lola Mackey from the floor trap 
set by Martin, leader of the River 
Gang. After a fight with Martin's men, 
they manage to escape with Lola's 
father, who makes his way from 
another room where he has been held 
captive. At the Mackey home, Lola 
tries to conceal from Garry the fact 
that she has gotten possession of 
papers incriminating her father, but 
Gordon trips her up in her story and 
demands the facts. He decides to take 
the documents to the District 
Attorney's office and consents to let 
Lola go with him on her plea that she 
can help her father's cause. 

Meanwhile, Martin, who has been 
tipped off by Jane Madden, manages 
to conceal himself under the hood of 
the car. He is followed by his gang who 
are under instructions to pick him up 
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as soon as he has managed to get the 
papers from Gordon. As they are driv- 
ing along, he attacks Gordon while 
Lola continues to drive, hoping to 
escape the following car. The packet 
falls to the floor just as Lola is knock- 
ed from the seat by the fighters, losing 
control of the auto which crashes into 
an oncoming train at a grade crossing. 
Chapter 9: Flames of Fury 

Garry Gordon, Lola Mackey, and 
Kent Martin escape death when they 
leap from their auto as it crashes into a 
train. Martin drives off with Lola in 
the smugglers’ car, but Gordon, who 
has recovered the papers incriminating 
Lola's father with the gang, overhears 
their plan to hide out at Joe's place. 
Mackey and Rooney arrive in another 
machine. Garry jumps in and directs 
them to Joe's cabin in the mountains. 
Gordon fights with Martin and a 
gangster to recover a set of pistols 
stolen from him because of their value 
as evidence in the murder of Burke, 
slain gang leader. In the fight, Garry 
loses the incriminating papers in a fire, 
but overcomes Martin and his hen- 
chman. The fire spreads to a cabin 
where Lola is held prisoner. Her cries 
for help are heard by Gordon, who 
reaches her just as a blazing tree 
crashes down on the burning cabin. 
Chapter 10: The Final Reckoning 

Garry Gordon saves Lola Mackey 
from the blazing cabin. Arriving at 
their car, Gordon discovers Jane in dif- 
ficulty in the burning area. He brings 
her out, unconscious. Тһе head- 
quarters of the River Gang is raided by 
the police, with many of the smugglers 
rounded up and evidence obtained as 
to their crimes, but the ringleaders re- 
main at large. In their cave hideout, 
Martin, Joe, and another plan a 
getaway. Joe demands a split of the 
loot, but Martin kills him and the se- 
cond man. Feeling the noose about his 
own neck, Martin flees to Gordon's 
home. Jane has already confided to 
Garry that Martin killed Burke. She 
promises to be at the Mackey home 
that afternoon when Gordon plans to 
clear up the mystery. Martin makes a 
similar promise, after laying the 
murder on Jane. There is a tense 
gathering at Mackey's. Gordon reviews 
the events of the fatal night. They are 
kept in suspense so long that Martin is 
unable to stand the nerve racking situa- 
tion. Martin and Jane are both taken 
away on murder charges. Lola. and 
Mackey try to thank Garry, but he 
shows them it is unnecessary by clasp- 
ing Lola to him and claiming her for all 
time.
